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CHAPTCR  I 
IHTHOnOCTION 


Ths  ntudy  of  ths   foreign  Inmlj^rKnts  In  Kanssa  was  given 
attention  as  early  as  18S8.     On  January  17,  of  that  year,  V(.  n. 
Carruth  read  a  paper  et  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Kansas   !;tat« 
Hlstorloal  aoolety.     In  It  ha   said  "another  and  more  Important 
matter  whloh  I  commend  to   the  attention  of  this   society  Is  the 
tfiartlng  of  the  foreign   settlements  In   the  state".       This  thesis 
Is  Intended   to  be  a  contribution   to   the  realisation  of  that  ecai> 
mendatlon. 

Many  other  contributions  have  been  made  a^nee  that  time. 
Sone  of  the   foreign  groupa  have  produced  a   nrholar  who  has  been 
Interested  In  writing  the  history  of  his  national  group  In  Kan- 
sas.     These  accounts  have   frequently  been  written  In   Oie  native 
language  of  the  people,   for  they  wrote   for  the  pleasure  of  their 
own  group.      Some  scholars  wrote  In  English.     n>r  example,   the 
Reverend  Alfred  Bergln  of  Llndsborg  published  articles,  both  In 
Swedish  and  English.      Occasionally  articles  In   the  native  tongue 
have  been  translated  Into  Rngllah  by  a   subsequent   scholsr  who  did 
his  own  writing  In  English.      For  example,  Jacob  C.   Ruppenthal  of 
Rusaell  translated  earlier  articles  by  other  authors,   from  the 
Oerman,  and  made  hi  a  own   contributions  In  English. 

Ihe  national  groups  In  Kansas  have   frequently  celebrrted

the  •nnlvcrsary  of  thalr  Inmlgration  here.     Vim  e«l*br«tlonB  have 
bean  usually  •ooompanlcd  by  tha  publleatlon  of  a  history  of  tha 
group.     Itiaaa  heva  provad  contributions  of  worth. 

A  faw  raaesroh  studants  hava  chosen  to  woric  In  this  field. 
Tbe   studies  with  which  a  fmlllarlty  was  gained  were  hlstortes  of 
a  local  oocauunlty     or*  at  moatj  a  county.      One   study,  at  laaat 
has  been  made  which  dealt  with  native  as  well  as  foreign  lanl- 
gratlon  Into  all  of  Kanaes.^     Other  contributions  have  been  made 
by  Journalists,  linguists,  end  speakern. 

t^uch  value  Is  to  be  gclned  from  the  Identification  of  the 
foreign  inmlgrar.t  gronips  in  Kansus.     Its  ultimate  acconpllshBent    > 
would  be  an  analysis  of  the  cultural  heritage  of  the  people  of 
Kansas.     In  this  study  the  Identity  of  the   foreign  lamlgrenta  haa 
been  detentlned  only  on  the  baala  of  their  country  of  orlfrln. 
TM.B  approach  may  be  utilised  In  two  ways.     It  may  serve  as  the 
Initial  step  In  an  analysla  of  the  entire  atate's  cultural  heri- 
tage or  aa  a   thorough  cultural  study  which  might  be  conducted  for 
any  one  of  the  nutional  groupa  identified. 

A  study  of  the  geographical  areas  of  forelf^n   settlement  re- 
vealed three  quite  obvloua  modes  of  settlement.     First,  many  of 
the  laailgranta  oame  In  groups  and  foraed  colonic  a.     Secondly, 
many  of  tiie  lamilgranta  came  Individually  or  by  the  family.     And, 
thirdly,   those  localities  In  which  a  speolflo  nationality  had  set- 
tled tended   to  attract  others  of  that  same  nationality.     Itelgra- 
tlon  Societies  were  used   frequently  to  do  this.     Ihe   third  method 
waa  applicable  either  to  the  Incoming  groups  or  Individuals.      Ihe 
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orlRlriol-  aettlMients  which  ware  loco  ted  within   tha  atata   galnad 
•  two-fold  Importenoa*      Ihay  either  flourished  and  eboundad,  or 
thay  daellnad  and  dispersed.      Tha  dlstlnotlon  would  ba  a  quantl» 
tatlve  one.      Tha  quality  of  tha  national  gro  pa  would  ba  present 
and  as  suoh  would  be  a   factor  In   tha   cultural  heritage  of  tha 
st«ta« 

Tha  communities  of  Ksnaas  have  been  of  two  general  typps* 
One  type  has  been   the  commiml ty  that  has  been  limited  to  one 
foreign  group,  end  idileh  haa  or  haa  not  retained  Its  native  eul> 
tura.     Ihe  other,  of  course,  was   tha  coianinlty  Oiat  w*  s  oonpoaed 
of  varloua  foreign  groupa,  but  which  has  nenlfast^d   tha  American 
culture.     Denial  W,  tvilder  described  the  officers  of  the  city  of 
Leavenworth  during  the  early  el^tlea  In  this  manner.     Iha  mayor 
waa  Oa vman,   tha  city  marshall  was  Scotch,   tha  welf^t  maater  waa 
Irlah,   tha   street  conanlssloner  was  Panlsh,   the  city  physician  waa 
Prenchi   end  tha  council  was  composed  of  an  Kngllshraen,  en  Alsatl&n, 
an  Irishman,  and  a  Prussian.'     It  haa  been  a  common   thesis  that 
Kanaas  haa  been  great  beeausn  It  has  been  cosmopolitan. 

John  H.  Whatatone  actually  applied   tiila  thesis  to  a  colony. 
He  bought  1B,000  aorea  of  land  In  1869  In   the   central  part  of  Ap- 
panoose township  In  Fimnklln  County.     In  1670  ha  plotted  a   town 
and  divided  the  land  Into  amall  farms.      The   town,  Psmona,  and  tha 
surrounding  country  have  bean   the  result  of  his  venture.     Bvery         ^| 
state  In  the  Union  and  many  countries  were  represented  In  Its  popu- 
lation.^ m 

'Ihousanda  of  lamlgrants  were  attracted   to  Kansas.      The  ganei^ 
al  causes  for  European  emigration  will  not  be  considered,  but  soma

Until  1873(   the  State  Legislature  had  not  ereat«d  a  gor»Tvm»n^ 
tal  ageney  to  handle  Immigration.      Th*  state  Board  of  Arnrloulture 
accepted   responsibility  for  It.      Ihe  llilrd  Annnal  Report  of  the 
Kansas  State  Board  of  Agriculture   stated  "...In   the  entire  absenee 
of  an  Immigration  bureau.. .to  meet  thla  exlgency«  It  was  decided 
to  make  the  statlstloal  and  lamigratlon  intex^sts  the  lesdlng 
feature  In   the  work  of  the  year,  1874".^ 

The  publics tl on  of  pamphlets  was  a   favorite  meana  of  adver- 
tisement.    Under  the  special  direction  of  the  Ler^sleture  of  1884, 
the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  published  and  distributed   6S,000 
pamphlets.      They   sent  20,000   to  darmany,  15,000  to  Ilweden,  10,000 
to  Denmark,  and  e0,000  to  Bngland.        ITiese  pesiphlets  made  Kansss 
the  south  Hem  Island  of  the  1680' a. 

The  greeter  part  of  rnel  estate  agent  work  In  Kurope  was 
done  by  the  railroads.     V<ben  the  early  railroads  were   first  built 
across  Kansas,   thei^  were  few  people  living  in   the  western  part 
of  the   state.     Population  was  necessary  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
railroad  coapanles* 

The  Atchlaon,   Topeka,  and   Santa  Fe  and   the  Kansan  branch  of 
the  Onion  Pacific  railroads  were   the  eonpanles  concerned,      'Ihey 
gave  mneh  attention   to  the  matter  of  Increasing  the   settlements

Ihe  railroads  aent  land  agents   to  Burope*     Ihey  invited  people 

of  prominence   to  Join  e>cursions  throu^  Kansas*     And  they  filled 

the  newspapers  with  description  of  the  great  VSest*     Ksnaaa  was 

widely  and  favortibly  advertised*     Interest  wcs  everywhere  aroused

road  agents   that  met  the  ships  and  guided  ianigrants   to  their  land* 

Ibey  provided  housing  faoilities,   thougjti  meager,   for  them  while 

they  arrived  at  a  decision  as  to  what  land  to  buy*     In  Kansas, 

Topeka  was  tlie  leading  stopping  place  until  land  was  purchased* 

In  ^e  western  part  of  the  state.  Hays  later  served   the  sane  purpose* 

Another  function  of  the  railroad  eompanies  was  that  they  ser- 
ved as  a  source  of  employment  for  many  of  the  immigrants*     Ihey 
worked  for  the  railroad  companies  to  earn  money  to  buy  land,  or 
to  support  thttnselves  until  the  land  did* 

The  railroad  had  oumpetition   from  the  government,   so  the 
price  of  their  land  was  reaaonable*      There  was  as  late  as  1885 
plenty  of  good  government  land  available  in  Kansas*     Prom  1888 
to  1860,  6,000,000  of  tlie  7,200,000  acrea  of  land  available  were

hODtasteaded,  pre-mnpted,  or  timber  clelmed  In  Clark,  Finney,  Pord, 
Oray,  Or»nt,  Haakell,  Kearny,  Meade,  Horton,  Seward,  .'Stevens,  and 
Stanton  oountlea* 

The  Inml gran ta ,  If  In  groupa,  usually  preferred  to  eataMlah 
a  vlllege  and  farm  the  adjoining  land,  as  was  the  European  practice* 
The  railroad  companies  owned  land  adjoining  the  rl($it-of-way,  and 
such  land  was  not  so  suitable  for  village   settlements,     TTowever, 
railroad  land  was  soon  purohaaed  by  the  new  settler. 

Certain   sections  of  Kansas  have  been  nore  densely  populated 
by  the  foreign  Inmlgrants  than  othera.      The  n\aiber  of  foreigners 
per  square  mile  In  1885  In  each  county  of  Kansas  la  shown  In  Plate 
II,  page  13,     In  thoae  counties  In  which  wide  variance  occurred 
between   the  numbers  it  was  due   to  uneven  distribution  among  the 
townships.     It  has  been  Impossible   to  learn   the  story  of  sll  the 
foreign  Immigrants  In  Kansas,      For  example,  Atchison,  Leavenwortti, 
and   Siawnee  counties  are   shown  with  more   than   seven   foreigners 
per  square  mile  and  no  Information  Is  Included   In   this   study  whl^ 
would  Identify  them  all.      These  countlea  were  settled  before  the 
foreign  Immigration  Influx  direct  froei  Rurope  occurred,      Ihe   fox^ 
eignera  In   ttiese  counties  were   those  1^0  came  Indirectly  to  the 
state  frcB  Europe  and  entered   shortly  befoi^  or  after  statehood 
eaoie  to  Kanaas* 

Three   sections  of  the  state  led  In  the  pi>oportlon  of  forel^i 
stocki      tlie  asioky  Rill  River  district  from  Ellsworth  to  Kaknensy,

A  definite  aid  In  the  Identlfloatlon  of  the  forei0ti  lianlgrKita 
In  Kanaaa  was  found  in  tha  Hnited   Statea  Census.      The  number  of 
foiHiign  bom  according  to  country  of  origin  in  each  county  la  given 
In   the  census  of  1880.^'     However,  it  did  not  dlatlngulah  the  ^ 

foreigners  In  any  great  detail.     Nearly  all  of  the  Russian,   Swiaa,     ^ 
rollah,  and  Austrian  listed  were  Oeman.  Only  r^wedea  were  llatad 

from  norttiem  Europe,  and  the  English  and  Welsh  were  listed  to- 
gether.    Tha  detailed  Identlfloatlon  of  the   forelgnera  waa  found 
to  ba  more  valuable  In  a  cultural  atudy.

"TiM  graet  famine  In  3w«d«n  has  b««n   oauatng  tens  of  thou- 
aanda  to  Inmlgrete   to  this  country...",   so  rasd   the  entry  for 
Daoamber  51,  1869,  in  Hlldor's  Annals  of  Kansas.      This  condition 
of  famine  of  which  ha  spoka  prevailed  througliout  Northern  ^ropa. 
It  ««8   isha  cause  of  tha  emigration  in  1868  fx^nn  Horthem  Kuropa 
to  Amsriea. 

Tha  ttiouaanda   that  oama   to  Kansas  in  1868  and  the  years 
following  ware  not  the  first  Seandinaviana  in  Kansas.     Kansas 
held   tha   same  appeal  for  them  that  it  held   for  all  ITuropeans. 
Tha  I  reas  in  which  they  settled  indicated  that  they  tended   to 
be  atti«ctad   to  localities  in  which  Scandinavians  had  previously^ 
settled. 

'niraa  agancias  directed  Scandinavian  aettlamert  in  Kanaasi 
Tha  First  "wedish  /agricultural  Company  of  Chicago,   The  Oalesburg 
Colonleation  Company  of  Oalesburg,  Illinois,  and  Th*  Scandinavian 
Agricultural  Society,      These  agencies  ware  or^anlted   for  tlia  pux«- 
posa  of  choosing  and  settling  land.      Once  tha  members  had  aceom> 
plished   that  for  thamaalvaa  they  disaolved  the  company, 

Tha  iaanigrants  from  Kort^exn  Europe  eama  from  Danrnarlr, 
Sweden,  and  Norway.     Most  of  them  were  from  Sweden,      Tha   3wadaa 
wai«  of  the  Lutheran  faith  and  much  of  the  history  of  their  set- 
tlement in  Kanaaa  was  learned  frctn  church  hiatorias.      Iha  Swedaa 
settled  primarily  in  or  near  four  river  valleyai    the   %oky  FIlll 
Rivar  Valley,   tha  Naoaho  River  Valley,    tha  Republican  River  Valla

and  the  Blue  Rlvar  Vallay.     There  were  some  aettlementa  made  out- 
side theae  area*. 

'flM  flrat  3wedlah  aettler  to  enter  the  Rlue  River  Valley 
eaae  from  OaleaburiT,  Illlnoia,  In  1665.     He  settled  at  Varladahl 
In  I'ottowatoala  County.     He  waa  Joined  In  1S56  by  hi  a  brother. 
In  1856  and  1859  Svedea  arrtved  dlreotly   from  Sweden  In  thla  lo- 
eality.l 

The   first  Swede  entered  Marshall  County  In   1858  and  settled 
In  Rook  townslilp.     In  1870  others  oame   to  Lincoln   township.     There 
were  two  aettlemants  of  Swedes  made  in  Marshall  County.      One  waa 
between  Axtell  and  Frankfort  in  Lincoln ,   Rook,  and  Noble  townships. 
The  other  waa  south  of  Viatervllle  in  Cottage  Kill  township." 

The   Scandinavian  Agricultural  Society  In  1860  promoted   set- 
tlement of  7,083  acres  rof  land  In  Riley,  Pottawatomie,   Cloud, 
and  Republic  oounties.*     This  movement  brouf^t  the  heavy  popu- 
lation of  Swedea   to   these   oountlea.      In  Pottawatomie   County,  but 
not  on   the   Blue,  was  a   settlement  at  at,  Kerys  around  which  grew 
a   Swedish  locality.        In   Riley   County   the   Swedish  ae  ttlemente   .vere 
■ade  In  Jackson,   ^ede   Creek,  and   Shenwn   townships.        The  Swedish 
settlement  In  the  Blue  River  Valley  extended  north  along  the  Big 
Blue   throu^  Riley,  Pottawatomie,  and  Mar8>iall  counties, 

Ihe  first  Swedes  to  settle  in   the   amoky  Rill  River  Valley

'the  aettlamant  in  Lyon  County  naa  one  of  tha   two  laroa 
VJalah  sattlementa  made  in  Kanaaa.      'Bie  Bnporla  Mewa  stated  that 
out  of  the  first  mlgi>Btloa  from  Klsoonsln  in  1867  about  one  hun- 
dred VXA  aettled  on  tha  aoutti  side  of  the   Cottonwood  divert   In 
the  south  part  of  Brackenrldge  County,  now  Lyon  County;   and  In 
the  northex«  part  of  Madison  County,  now  In   Oraenwood  County. 
It  further  atated,  that  about  one  hundred  families  were  expected 
in  the  aprfng.       Another  authority  said  Welsh  arrive*'  In  Lyon 
County  In  1857  and  continued   to  do   so   throu($i  the  186^*8,  1870*a» 
and  1880 'a.

Two  other  counties  contained  Welsh  settlers.     One  was  Osage

There  were  English  In  Kansas  as  early  as  1855,      The   largest  HngUsh 
settlement  thut  beeeme  permanent  In  Kansas  was  In  Clay  County. 
Tliey  purchased  32,000  acres  of  land  In  that  county,      Ihe  center 
of  ttie   settlement  was  Wakefield,      The   settlement  was  located  In 
1869  and  was  named   after  the   Kererend  Rloherd  Wake,   a  prominent 
promoter.  On  October  6,   1369,   aeventy-seven  English  from  south 

England  arrived.     In  1870  the  second  party  came  from  \Talea.     In 
this  year  the   stream  of  Immigrants  was   checked,  but  In  1870  it 
was  revived  considerably  by  colonists  ft-om  the  tTpper  Ihames  Valley 
In  England.*''' 


The  English   settled  next   to   Cley   County  In  Geary  County, 
Three  hundred  from  Sussex  settled  In  Lyon  township  In  1870.'^ 
Farther  north  In  Kemaha  County  the  English  bou^t  720  acres  In 
Harrison   township.     An  additional   fifty  came  In   1668  end   1869.'"' 

One  of  tiie  groups  thtt  came   to  Kansas  In  possession  of  great 
wealth  was   the  English   that   settled  In  Kills  County.      In  187S  an 
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•n  Engllalaiftn,  O«org«  Grant,  acquired  60,000  ©crea  of  lerT^  In  that 
county. *°     Ha  inducad  a  wealthy  class  of  Engllshptan  to  aettle  thla 
land,     ha  they  were  not  In  need,   they  had  fine  cattle,  homea,  wine, 
food,  end  money.     The  center  of  the   settlement  we  s  Victoria,  and 
they  hullt  their  homea  facing  Victoria   Creek.  The  colony  reached 

Ita  peak  from  1876  to  1878.     Victoria  City  prospered.     An  Important 
development  In  the  history  of  the  English  settlement  was  th«t  In 
1876  the   German-liuasiena  bought  land  north  of  Grant's  property. 
These  people  were  vej?y  much  in  need.        Grant  watched  his   colony 
as  they  devoted   their  time  to   sporte.     He  also  watched   the  O^r- 
man-Ruaslana  as  they  worked  diligently  to  develop  the  resources. 
It  was  obvious  that  the  latter  would  swallow  the   former.     After 
Grant's  death,  April  26,   1878,   the   colony  experienced  Increasing 
dlfflcnltiea,  A  gradual  exodus  from  it  began  and  lasted   ttiroui^ 

the  1880 » a  and  early  1390 »b.      The  Ge man- Russians  took  over  Victoria, 
The  few  remaining  English  moved  to  Haya  City.  Rven  thou^  the 

colony  failed  many  of  the  English  remained  in   the   state. 

An  l^glish  settlement  at  Runnymede  was,  like  t  e  Victoria 
settlement,  unsuccessful.     In   the  1880 »8  an  Bngliahman  and  an 
Irishman  bou^t  land  around  Runnymede  alonp:  the   Ohikeskia  River 
In   the  northeastern  part  of  Harper  and  the   southeastern  part  of 
Klngnan  counties.     They  bought  land  and   sold  it  to  EngllsbBien. 
It  wns  known  as  the  hiecca  for  Engllalmen,     the  venture  failed  In 
1696,  }^owever,  many  of  the  men  remained   In  the  vicinity.     Kven

Ihe  French  have  been  present  in  Kansas  since   they  came  as 
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Individual  fur  traders.      For  exampla,  Alexis  Poulet,  •  leading 
Pron<4i  merchant,  ceme   to  Iowa  Point,  Doniphan  County,  In  1847, 
Ihe  French  eaase  as  Individuals  Into  ell  parts  of  Kensas,  but  par- 
ticularly did  this  apply  to  northeastern  Kansas  where  Idiey  wera 
(julte  numerous  in  Doniphan,  Leavenworth,  and  t^e-rshell  counties. 
Ihe  sparseaess  of  the  French  In  Kansas  may  be  accounted   for  in 
that  they  left  Prance  in  great  numbere  after  ttie  Hapoleonlo  Wars. 
^t  that  time  most  of  Kansas  was  overrun  by  hostile  Indians  which 
fact  waa  not  too  oonduoive  to  S(  ttlement.      Ihis  would  account  for 
the  fact  that  they  settled  In  eastern  Kansas  for  when   they  cam* 
it  was   the  only  part  of  Kansas  which  was  peacafi;!  enour^i  for  set- 
tlement.     Some   settled  In   Siawnee  and  Douglas  counties.  Ihree 
Preneii  families  arrived  st  Topeka  and  settled  on  homesteads  near- 
by In  1864  and  1867.     Ihey  were  refugees  from  the  coup  d»   e(.at  of 
Rapoleon  III.         By  1874  Itopeka  had  about  fifty  French   settlers.** 

M.  K.  V.  de  Bossier  promoted  the  silk  industry  in  Willlaaia- 
burg  townahip  of  Franklin  County.  The  French  colony  that  he  lo- 
cated was  centered  at  Sllkville  and  extended  over  3,000  acres  of 
land.  Hi*  French  located  in  many  of  taie  other  counties  of 

•outheastom  Kansas.     In  Osnge  County  about  two  hundred   settled 
in   the   central  pert  of   Superior  townahip."       In  November,   1884, 
sixteen  Prendi  settlers  arrived  in  Humboldt,  Allen   bounty,  and 
asked   to   stay.     It  wua  allowed  by   the  Oerman  cltlaens.      The  ooXony 
had  increased   to  eig^ity-seven  by  Dooember  4  of  Oiat  year,*''     In 
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the  1860»8,  1370'a,  and  1880'«  they  settled  elonfr  the  creeks  In 
ttie  southern  part  of  Lyon  County  and  In  the  Reading  and  Hnporla 
vicinities.

He 
prepared  the   colony   for   settlement  and  advertised   In   France  for 
settlers.      At  one   time   there  wei^   forty  French   there.      In  1892 
he  gave  his  entire  estate   to    the  Independent   Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
Home  and  returned  to  Prance, 

The  other  colony  was  In  Harvey  County.  A  French  settlement 
was  founded  on  Turkey  Creek  in  Alta  township  north  of  Burrton  to 
which  ten  families  came  in  1868.

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The  foreign  lamlgranta  Into  Kaoaea   that  eame  from  Central 
and  Kaatem  Kurope  were  Oennan,   Oennan-RusslanSf  Austrian^  Bul- 
garians, Htrngarlanat  Polea,  nohemlana,  Yugo-slava,  and  Italians* 
Theae  foreign  groupa  have  been  sepbrated  acoordlng  to  the   teI^• 
rltorlal  entity  froa  i^hioh  they  came.     In  ttie  course  of  history 
several  of  these  territories  have  been  within  the  bounds  of 
Oeman  control.     They  could  be  consldei^ed   (lennan  on   that  basis* 
In  an  Identl flection  of  the  cultural  heritage  of  the  foreign 
bom  population  of  Kansas,  It  would  be  pertinent   to  consider 
this  Oerman  Influence.     In   this  study  It  has  been  appropriate 
to  Identify  the  foreign  Immigrants  Into  Kansaa  on   the  basis  of 
their  country  of  origin. 

the  Oemans  settled  Kansas  in  greater  numbers  than  any  ottier 
foreign  group.     Two  groups  of  Oemana  have  been  Identified  In 
thla  paper,   the  Oeman  and   the  Oerman-Ru.nslan.      Ihe  nerman  group 
emigrated   from  Oermany  to  Amerloii  and  thence  Into  Kansas.     Kost 
of  the  ancestors  of  the   Oermans  in  Kansas  osne  from  Hanover. 
Very  few  came  direct  from  Oemany  into  Kansas.      'Riey  came  Into 

Kansaa   from  ottier  states.      Itiey  did  not  come  in  large  colonies, 

o 

but  individually  and  in   small  groups. 

The  OeRnan-ltusslans  came   fi«m  Ctemany  to  Kansas  by  way  of 
Russia.      The  Qermana  apent  two  or  three  generations  in   the  United

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states  before  coming  Into  Kanaaa.     Likewise,   the  aerBan-Rusalans         "H

In  1762  Catherine  of  Russia  beeane  Interested  In  developing  ttie 
Lower  Volga  River  Valley,  s  wild,   seml-arld  steppe  land.      She, 
therefore.  Issued  a  manifesto  In  irtilch  she  invited  colonization 
and  promised  exemption  from  military  service.      The  offer  received 
a  favorable  response  In  Kurope  after  some  enoourc  f^ement.     Ihou- 
sanda  rtio  were  eltiner  tired  of  military   service  or  for  religious 
reasons  wished  to  avoid  It,  emigrated  to  Russia.       'y  the  middle 
of  the  19th  century  a   neasure  of  prosperity  was  achieved  by  tdie 
Inmlgrants  In  Russia.     In  1874,  a  little  over  a  hundred  years 
later,  military  law^deolered  void  the  promises  of  the  manifesto 
of  1762  and  all  were  subjected  to  military  service,      the  law 
further  allowed   for  a   ten  year  exemption  period  In  which  subjeeta 
had  the  right  to  emigrate  without  forfeiture  of  property.     It  waa 
during  this  ten  year  exemption  period   that  ttie   Cleman-Russlans 
•Migrated  to  Kansan. 

Ihls  study  has  not  Included  the  religious  aspect,  bat  It 
was  a  factor  In  the  choice  of  land  In  Kansas  for  these  people. 
Four  i^llglous  ftltha  came   to  Kansas  from  Ruanlai      Roman  Catholic, 
Oreek  Ortliodox,  Lutheran,  and  Hennonlte,     The  Kennonlte  and  the 
Roman  Oethollc  groups  wer<^   the  largest.      %•  rallroed  companies 
In  Kansas  contested  for  these   two   faiths,  but  ultimately  the 
Hennonltes  bought  land  from  the  Atchison,  Topeka,  and   Santa  Pe 
Railroad  Company  and  ttie  Rcoan  Catholics  bou^t  from  the  Onion 
Pacific  Railroad  Company.     It  was   this   negregatlon  that  gave   the 
Ruaslan  aettlementa  Identified  In   tills  paper  the  religious  nature 
they  possessed. 

Harvey,  Reno,  Marlon,  and  nearby  counties  for  the  most  part

COHCLUSIOIf 

B»«  purpose  of  thla  study  h«s  b««n   to   Identify   the   forelpn 
Inmlgpent  groups  In  Kenaaa,   for  this  Is  boHeyod   to  bs  assentlsl 
In  detsxwlng  ths  cultural  heritage  of  Kansas,      "^le   findings  of 
this  thesis  may  provide  a  basis  for  further  cultural   study  of 
Indlvldlal  foreign  groups  or  a   thorough  study  of  the  cultural 
heritage  of  the  entire  state* 

•nie  nature  of   the  Identification  has  been   to  locate   the 
place  of  foreign  origin  and   the  place  of  Kansas  settlement  of 
foreign  groups   that  have  entered  Kansas.     Very  careful  attention 
was  given  the  place  of  foreign  origin,  as  It  la  Impossible   to 
know  tlie  elements  that  a  people   contribute   to  a   culture  unless 
it  is  known  whafc  foreign  elements  they  possessed.      Ihe  place  of 
origin  served  as  an  index  to   the  cultural  characteristics  of  the 

'flie   study  Identified   twenty-one  national  Kpoups  which  became 
a  pert  of  the  assimilated  population  of  Kansas.      Some  of  the  ele- 
ments became  more  dominant  beobuse   they  were  present  In  greater 
numbers.      Ihe  specific  Infopmctlon  which  was  jtlven  In   the  paper 
end  on  the  map.  Hate  I,  page  11,  esUbllshed  general  creas  In 
which  cerUln  foreign  groups  were  found.      Tbe  foreign  population

Europe,   settled  In   the   valleys  of  the   Smoky  Hill,   the  Keosho, 
the   RepubllcBB,   end   the   Blue      Ive^s.      Ihe  outstanding  Danish  set-' 
tlement  was  found  in  Lincoln  County.      The  Norveglsns  were  seattep* 
ed   throughout  the   state  with  small  settlements  particularly  In 
Cloud,   Clay,  Jewell.  Brown,  and  Republic  counties. 

The  Immigrants  from  We  a  torn  Europe  Included  English,  Welsh, 
Scotch,  Irish,   French,    Swiss,   and  Hollanders.      Their  loading 
settlements  were   the  English  In   Clay  County;    the  Welsh  In  Riley 
and  Lyon   counties;    the   Scotch  In  i^epubllo  and  Dloklnson;    the 
Irish  In  Dickinson  and  Anderson   counties;    the  French  In  Ponlphan, 
Leavenworth,  and  Marshall  counties;   with   the    Swiss  and  Hollanders 
scattered   throughout   the   state   In   small   settlements* 

Tha  Immigrants   from  Central  and  Eastern  Europe  Included  Qer- 
mans,   Oerman-Ruasiens,   holes,  Hungarians,  Austrlens,   IHilgnrlana, 
Bohemians,   Italians,  and  Yugo-alava.      Ihe   Oernens   nettled  In  all 
oountlAs.      Ihe   CJerman-Husslans   settled  primarily  In  Kills,   Trego, 
Russell,  Marlon,  Harvey,   and   Reno   counties,      "^le  Bohemians  were 
found  particularly  In  Ellsworth,  Marshall,   and  Republic   counties. 
The  Italians  and  Yugo-slavs   pottled   In   Cherokee  and   Crawford   coun- 
ties.     The  Austrlans  went   to   Trego  and  Ellis   counties;    the   Bulga- 
rians  to  Haskell  County;   and   the  Poles  to  Barton,   Republic,   end 
Phillips  counties. 

Foreign  groups  have  entered  Kansas  which  have  not  been  In- 
cluded In   ttils   study.      They  were  minor  groups  and   smell  In  num- 
ber, but  each  possensed    some  element  which   they  contributed    to 
the   total  Kansas  population.     One  of  such  groups  were   the  Syrians. 
Biere  have  been  many  Syrians   settled  In  mlddlewestem  Kansas, 
for  Instance,   Torrance   In   Cowley   County  had  a   Syrian    settlement. 
The   largest   settlement  was  made  by  Syrians  In  Wichita  In   sedgwle"k 
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County.^     T*iey,  as  all  Dilnoi*  groi:pa«  hB-.o   contributed  some  elements 
to  Kansas  culture. 

Anotiier  purpose  of  this  thesis  hns  been   to  ilemonatrete  the 
oosmopollten  character  of  Kansas.      Ibis  ntudy  has  shown  that  the 
population  of  Kansas  has  become  oosmopollten  because  of  the  foi^ 
elgn  Immigrant  groups  that  settled  ther*.     A  cosmopolitan  popula- 
tion,  such  as  Kansas  has  aequli^ed,   la  considered   to  be  beneficial 
to  Its  heritage.     In  this  cosmopolitan  population,   the  cultural 
elements  of  each  group  have  either  boon  rejected  or  cdopted  by 
the  oQiers. 

In   conclusion,   then,   the  main  purpose  of  this   thesis  has 
been   to  Identify     foreign  Immigrant  groups  In  Kansas.     It  is 
hoped   thut  the  further  and  ultimate  us*  of  the  study  will  lead 
to  an  analysis  of  the  cultural  heritage  of  the  people  of  Kansas.
